Time He Can Call 
His Own— All 
Sorts of Tasks Are Thrust Upon 
Him.

Washington.—Members of tin* presi­ 
dent’s en Id net, who ave the men most 
competent to discuss til** subject, say 
that tin* time Is near at hand, lf not 
already here, when the chief executive 
of the nation must he relieved of some 
of the official burdens he now has to 
carry. 
This observation is prompted 
by tin* recent temporary breakdown of 
President Wilson. 
The Constitution 
of the United States, it is pointed out, 
docs not overburden the president with 
duties, hut iii lh** I .'Id years t bpt have 
elapsed since the Constitution was 
adopted tiler** have been developments 
that have greatly broadened the score 
of activities of th** man who occupies 
the White House, 
fine 
would 
gain 
the 
Impression 
from reading section two or article two 
*f the Constitution that outside of 
commanding th*' army and navy in 
tim*' of war, addressing the congress, 
before the opening of each session, on 
the state of the Union, granting re- 
prieve* 
and 
pardon*, 
negotiating 
treaties, nominating persons to ofllee 
and receiving ambassadors, th** presi- 
lerit has little to do. These prescribed 
Intl*'*, a* a mutter of fart, now take 
hut little of the president’* time. 
If 
In* should limit his activities to the 
littles set ‘Ult In the Constitution he 
would have a half holiday six time* 
week. 
President Has Little Rest. 
Under modern condition* the presi­ 
dent of the United States really ha* 
no time he ran call his own. 
If he 
slips away from th** White House for 
a few hours occasionally, he leave* his 
desk piled high with business. 
Pr*-«l- 
lent Wilson lins not had what nill lit 
ti** called a real vacation since he ♦‘ti­ 
tered the White House March I. IPI”. 
Before the war broke out he was aide 
to get away for a few week* at a time, 
hut he was not able to put tin* nation’* 
business aside, 
Since August. 1014. 
he ha* not attempted to tai;** any 
actual rest. 
Ills predecessor in office. 
William Howard Taft, who was here 
the other day, said in discussing the 
duties of a president that lie managed 
to get through th** four years In* was 
In ofllee very comfortably by simply 
packing up and going when lie f< It 
that 
he 
needed 
rest. 
Theodore 
Roosevelt, 
during 
th** 
seven year* 
was in th** White House wa* never 
rec from tin* care* of office. 
It is 
trite Ii** broke away nearly every sum­ 
mer for what might Im* cal bs I a vaca­ 
tion. but the “summer White House” 
was always with him. 
The United States Is a hard taskmas­ 
ter. 
It expects much of its presidents, 
and It has been demonstrated rather 
conclusively that no man can entirely 
satisfy It. 
For many years tin* ten­ 
dency toward cent rail /.at Ion of every­ 
thing at the Whit** House has been 
growing, and this of Itself, of course, 
has added to th*' burden* of the prea­ 
dult t. 
Continually Called on for Help. 
Of recent years there Is a tendency, 
It Is pointed out, to eall on the presi­ 
dent of the United States for help 
every time a local problem of unusual 
stubbornness arises. 
If there is a con­ 
troversy over wages or hours of work 
Hie president Is expected to try to ad­ 
just It; lf any particular line of bush 
ness is suffering, tin* president I* ex­ 
pected to propose a remedy; if tin* cost 
of 
living 
I* 
too 
high. 
he 
Is 
ex­ 
pected to find out why ami lower It; 
if time* are hard, he Is counted on to 
discover how prosperity can he re­ 
stored. In the International field, like­ 
wise, the demands on the president 
have grown enormously. Even before 
the war came on ami the United States 
entered that war. the president’s re­ 
sponsibilities in connection with Inter­ 
national matters were large. Now they 
are almost limitless. 
A president can make use of the 
members of Ids cabinet advantageous­ 
ly In disposing of the work that *«*- 
cumulates on his desk, ami President 
Wilson has probably made use of his 
cabinet o fficers in this way to a s great 
an extent as any of h is p re d e c e s s o rs , 
hut there Is a vast amount of work 
that the president must attend to him­ 
self. President Roosevelt was usually 
at h is d e sk five or six hours a day. 
President Taft stuck almost as close 
to h is desk. and President Wilson ha* 
average*! from eight to ten hours at 
his desk. The modern president re­ 
quires the services of at least two ex­ 
pert stenographers and sometimes he 
uses three or four In one day. 
lf he 
did nothing hut dispose of the routine 
matter* that come to bis desk. matters 
that cannot be disposed of by bis sec­ 
retary or the clerks In the executive 
office, he would Im* tied to ids office 
several hours a day. 
No one thus far has proposed a 
remedy. 
It seems probable that the 
president of the United States may 
continue to be about the most over­ 
worked man In the country. The on'y 
semblance of a remedy that ha* been 
proposed is that members of the presi­ 
dent’s cabinet should assume larger re­ 
sponsibilities.
